Saxton’s Murdér Jumbles Mu- 
nicipal Jurisprudence. 


GUILT OF THE WOMAN» 
NOW SEEMS MORE CERTAIN. 


PUBLIC OPINION SEEMS TO VARY 
AS TO THE JUSTNESS OF 
THE DEED. 


PRESIDENT AND WIFE 
ON THE WAY TO CANTON. 


With Them Goes the Soldier Nephew 
of the Dead Man, an Invalid, 
Adding Pathos to Depart- . 
ure of the Party. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CANTON, O., Oct. 8.—Circumstances still 
point strongly to the conclusion that Mrs. 
Annie E. George fired the four shots that 
ended last night the life of George D. 
Saxton, brother of Mrs. McKinley. The 
sentiment is divided between the belief that 
her wrongs palliated the criminal madness 
of the deed and the declaration that the 
act was the last act of a foiled and finan- 
ciaHy ruined woman. 

Mrs. George, aided, perhaps, by public 
Sympathy, has at least created a situation 
unequalled in the history of municipal 
jurisprudence. 

Mayor James E. Rice has announced that 
he will assist as counsel in the defense of 
the accused woman, and in consequence of 
his statement the State’s Prosecuting At- 
torney, Adee Pomerene, ordered the pris- 
oner transferred to-day from the city to 
the county jail. 

An Ohio mayor is an official in more 
senses than ig possible in many States of 
the Union. He is the actual chief of the 
Police Department, and he is at the same 
time the officiating police magistrate. His 
duties in that capacity being identical with 
those of a justice of the peace in so far 
as the cases are municipal. 

Had Mayor Rice‘not become the woman’s 
attorney, she would have been brought be- 
fore him this afternoon for her preliminary 
arraignment. The police department has 
followed the Mayor in withdrawal from 
the prosecution of the case. 

“Mrs. George has been taken from my 


charge,”’ said Marshall Reid, next in com- 
mand under Mayor Rice, this afternoon, 
“and I do not see how I have anything more 
to do with the prosecution.”” * 

“But will not the Public Prosecutor have 
to depend upon, you and your officers for 
this evidence?’ he was asked. 

“I do not know,” replied the Marshal. 
“T suppose that my men will tell what they 
know. They have been trying to-day, under 
my orders, to find the revolver with which 
the shooting was done.”’ 


MAYOR DEFENDS HIS COURSE. 


Mayor Rice was sensitive upon the topic 
of his dual role, but denied that justice 
would be the loser. He said that the police 
—_ done their duty and that he had done 
ils. 

“Mrs. George has been my client for a 
long time,’’ he said, “and as she wants me 
to defend her I have consented. The hear- 
ing instead of being held béfore me will 
take place before Justice Jacob H. Reigner. 

I am defending Mrs. George because I 

believe her to be innocent the charge 
against her. Other women may“have had 
the same motive that has beén ascribed 
to her. I do not think my course in becom- 
ing Mrs. George's counsel is against the 
interests of justice.”’ 

The Mayor's act compelled the prosecu- 
tion to make complaint against Mrs. George 
by means of affidavit, to be presented be- 
fore a justice, charging her with murder in 
the first degree. The affidavit was drawn 
py Attorney Pomerene, and he asked Mar- 
shal Reed to affix to it his signature as 
complainant. 

The Marshal refused with decision, telling 
the State’s officer that if he was going to 
file the document in a Justice court he 
had better get it signed there. 

James J.. Grant, who was Saxton's at- 
torney and most intimate friend and who 
is now fierce in his demand for the pun- 
ishment of Mrs. George, signed the ffida- 
vit. The document stripped of legal ver- 
biage charges that Annie E. George fired 
four bullets into the body of George D. 
Saxton, hitting him in the right breast, 
twice in the chest and once in the abdo- 
' men. two of the.wounds being mortal. and 
that the said Annie E. George, unlawfully,

MRS. M’KINLEY BEARS UP WELL. 


Pathetic Incidents in the Homegoing of 
the Presiden* and Wife. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8—The Executive 
Mansion wae dark to-day and the President 
remained in the residence portion a good 
part of the time to cheer Mrs. McKinley 
and divert her thoughts from the tragic 
murder of her brother at Canton. Only a 
few of the President's closest friends were 
admitted and their stay with the President 
was very brief. All engagements were can- 
celled. 

Prayers for the President and his family 
in their hour of trial and bereavement were 
offered in the Episcopal Convention to-day. 

The Presidential party left the Executive 
Mansion for the train at 7 o'clock this 
even.ng and were accompanied only by the 
guests of the White House, who were to 
make the trip with them. President Mc- 
Kinley escorted Mrs. McKinley to the car- 
riage. She was dressed in a deep black 
gown of heavy silk and a small traveling 
hat of the same sombre shade. She was 
quite pale and her face bore unmistakable 
traces of the deep grief ehe experienced in 

ast 24 hours. 
ay poe door of the carriage she faltered 
a@ moment, but the President's arm quickly 
eupported her, and he tenderly assisted her 
into the vehicle. Mrs. Barber, a sister of 
Mrs. McKinley, Judge Saxton, who has 
been stopping at the presidential home for 
some time, to be near his son, a member 
of the Bighth Ohio Regiment. who has 
been critically ill with typhoid fever at 
Garfield Hospital, and Miss Helen McKin- 
ley, the eldest siater of the President, en- 
tered the carriage with the President and 
his wife. Mrs. Baumann, a niece of the 
President, and her husband, occupied the 


second carriage. 


At the station the party entered the | 
private car ‘Campania’ on the regular 
train for the West over the Penns#ivania 
road. just as they reached the station an 
ambulance from Garfield Hospital drove 
up. John Barber, the young so.dier and a 
nephew of Mrs. McKinley and her dead 
brother, was taken from it on a stretcher 
and carried to the car. He very ema- 
ciated and so weak that he Cannot move 
his limbs. The stretcher was borne through 
the crowd by attendants from the hospital 
and lifted through a window of the Presi- 
dent's car. A comfortable bed had been 
provided for the young man.in the most 
desirable room in the car and his mother 
helped to put him in it. President Mc- 
Kinley went into the room and spoke a 
few cheering words to the sick soldier, 
and his mother seated herself beside him 
on the bed and remained there until the 
train pulled out of the station. Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley was too weak after reaching the 
train to visit her nephew. 

Aside from this incident there was noth- 
ing unusual to mark the President's depar- 
ture and although the station was crowded 
at the time he left, the deep sorrow en- 
shrouding the occasion sufficed to cause the 
throng to refrain from any demonstration. 
The passengers nmy bowed and uncov- 
ered their heads as Mr. and Mrs. McKinley 
massed. It was without doubt the saddest 
residential party that ever left Washing- 
ton and the presence pf the sick soldier, 
who at his own wish is being carried home 
on the Presidenthal car, simply added a 
touch of pathos to the sorrowful home-go- 
ing of the President and his wife, where 
they were last at the death-bed and fu- 
neral of the President's devoted mother. 


The train is scheduled to reach 
at 11 o'clock ‘to-morrow morning Bs es - 
funeral arrangemenis for George Saxton 
will be arranged so that the President and 
Mrs. McKinley and the rest of the party 
may attend. Maj. Davis, a surgeon in the 
regular army, went with them on the train 
and wi}l look after young Barber and Mrs 
McKinley en route. : 

The latter has so far borne up well under 
the shock, considering her weak condition 
but a relapse is feared apa especially 
when the nearness of the tfigedy @ill ex. 
cite her. She is evidently determined not 
to break down. 

Secretary Porter and the remainder ofr 
the party who are to accompany the Presi. 
dent to St. Louis and Omaha will leave 
here Monday evening for Canton. 

It is doubtfu) if Mrs. McKinley will ac- 
company the Pres dent to Omaha. If she 
does not she will probably join him in 
Chicago or St. Louls.

IT MUST BE ALL MADE OVER. 


Robert P. Porter Will Write Up All 
His Testimony on the Subject and 
a New Sheet Calculated to 
Promote Trade Will 
Be Arranged. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8—Mr. Robert P. 
Porter had a consultation with Assistant 
Secretaries Vanderlip and Howell to-day 
and went over the special testimony which 
he had taken as Cuban Commissioner in 
relation to the new tariff of Cuba. The 
testimony shows beyond doubt that the 
Santiago’ tariff’ will have to be greatly 
modified before it can be put in force for 
the whole isiand. 

The tariff adopted by the United States 


was the tariff which Spain enforced for 
merchatal‘ee coming from Spain, and hence 
was in favor of all Hg gg ee or 
shipped from that country. Mr. Porter, in 
taking testimony, has discovered that 
some of the schedules are far too high, es- 
pecially on articies that Spain did not pro- 
duce and was unable to import from other 
countries and then export to Cuba. 

The tron and steei schedule, for instance, 
under the Santiago tariff, is as high as the 
present Spanish tariff. Neariy ali articies 
of railway supplies, including locomotives, 
rolling stocks, iron and steel bridges, etc., 
are dutiable at nearly 100 per cent, and this 
Tate must be adjusted or the new tariff will 
be practically an increase on the oid, as W 
er cent of the Spanish duties are payabie 
n silver at 65 cents on the dollar, or 10 per 
cent in bank biils at 10 cents on the dollar. 
lt was therefore arranged that the whole 
tariff be revised. To this end the testimony 
taken will be written up and furnished 
and the reason given for each change and 
the whole work thoroughly gone over, so 
that the new tariff for Cuba will be har- 
monious and reasonable. 
‘he idea will be to trame the tariff so as 
to bring in sufficient revenue and at the 
same time encourage in every possible wer 
the importation of ail articles that wili 
heip the industrial and commercial recon- 
etruction of the islands. 

The Treasury pepesenat will also take 
up the question of the collection of cus- 
toms duties in the newly acquired ports and 
be in readiness to prosecute their work 
the moment the ports come into possession 
of the United States. Mr. Porter reports

Multitudes of the Colonel’s Admirers 
Grasp Wis Hand. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 8.—An estimate of the 

number of enthusiasts and well wishers

Union League Club and the club house 
itself to-night at the reception tendered 
Col. Theodore Roosevelt is 20,000. After 
standing for more than two hours in the 
immense reception room engaged in hand- 
shaking, the Colonel was forced to exclaim:

I feel that the two great 
problems before this great nation nowa- 
days are, first, to uphold the national honor 
abroad, and, second, and even more im- 
portant, insist upon the highest standard 
of honesty at home.”

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| CHURCHES SEEM TO KNIT. 


Episcopal Bishops ‘Seek to Carry Out 
Work of the Lambeth Conference. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—The triennial re- 
port of the Board of Missions has been sub- 
mitted to the Episcopal Council. It re- 
views the whole field of mission work. An 
interesting feature is a reference to Cuba, 
Porto Rico, Hawail, etc., as follows: 


It can only be positively stated at this | 


time that by reason of the action of Con- 
approved by the President of the 
United States, Hawaii has become United 
States territory, as Porto Rico will become 
also such territory upon the conclusion of 
the treaty of peace with Spain.

It elimi- 
nates the provision in the existing constitu- 
tion which prohibits Bishops for churches 
in foreign lands from having a seat in the 
House of Bishops, and making them ineli- 
ible to a diocesean office in the United 
tates. For the purpose of keeping fully 
alive the my ong wrt 4 interests it was de- 
termined by the Bishops, the deputies con- 
curring, that the country be divided into 
four divisions, in each of which there ehall 
hold a missionary conference every year 
in which the general triennial session does 
not meet instead of missionary council in 
those years. Its personnel is to be made 
up of the bishops in the district and three 
clergymen and three members of the laity 
from each diocese. The bishops referred 
to a committee a propos.tion originating as 
a result of the deliberations of the Lam- 
beth conference for the appointment by 
the church in the United States of delegates 
to a “‘consultative body,’’ to which shali De 
referred important questions affecting its 
welfare. 

In the joint open meeting preliminary to 
the separate sess.ons to-day the prayer ser- 
vice for families in affliction was read—a 
thought suggested by the death of the 
President’s brother-in-law.

Chiefs Campbell and Desmond Have

markably free from thefts and robberies of 
every kind. This is acknowledged gen- 
erally as a testimonial to the energy and 
foresight of the police department, working 
under direction of Chiefs Campbell and Des- 
mond, 

Weeks before the tnauguration of the 
carnival season, Chief Desmond commenced 


to plan for the protection of visitors and 
citizens. He consulted frequently with 
Chief Campbell for exchange of ideas, but 
the details for the work were left by Chief 
Campbell for the héad of the detective de- 
partment to arrange. 

Day and night viligance was maintained 
and many arrests resulted. Chief Des- 
mond’s orders to hie men were to arrest 
every suspicious character. Nearly all of 
the St. Louis detectives have been in the 
business long enough to spot a euspicious 
character on sight, and several clever cap- 
tures have been made. Some of the prison- 
ers are new in St. Louis and until other 
cities are heard from their records will not 
be known.

Grugin, way out on his tiny hillside farm, 
heard at the conclusion of it all that the 
jury had given this young man, “who 
came of ai most excellent family,” as the 
lawyers said, a sentence of six months in 
the county jail and a fine of $100. Being 
an uncducated man, and not much used to 
the ways of the world, Grugin could not 
understand the elaborate workings of that 
ponderous machine they call justice, nor 
why, when he and Mr. Smock went mar- 
keting for the article he secured a brand 
so far superior to his own, though both had 
the same shop.

Another Experimen* in Houskeeping. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

As to making both ends meet on a lim- 
ited income, it is a matter of wonder to 
me, how Young Housekeeper makes a little 
money go so far; nor do I believe that it 
is possible for a family of three to have 
plenty to eat at a.cost of only $8 a month, 
as is claimed by Ruth Vegetarian. Like 
Young Housekeeper, my husband earns $42 
a month, but unlike her we are not able 
to save anything. 

I buy all my groceries from a down- 
town grocer, where I get everything good 
at low prices. By groceries I mean tea, 
coffee, sugar, flour, cereals, canned goods, 
soap, starch, etc. Bread I buy from a 
company and get seven loaves (or tickets) 
for 3 cents. Ice 1 have bought all summer 
at 30 cents a 10. We live in a nice neigh- 
borhood In the residence part of the city 
have two nice light rooms on the second 
floor. My husband walks to his work 
and carries his lunch from home. He uses 
tobacco and smokes an occasional cigar. I 
do my own housework, washing, ironing 
and do all the sewing for myself and 
children (we have two). But we have no 
money for theater going and I cannot 
understand how Young HousekKeeper and 
Ruth Vegetarian can live so cheaply with- 
out depriving themselves of the common 
necessaries of life. One of my children is 
a nursing baby so it does not add to the 
table expense as yet. 

Our monthly expenditure ts about as fol- 
lows:

husband 
Fruits, vegetables, coal oll, postage, etc.#. 


Total 

This leaves us $12.30 with which to pur- 
chase clothing, shoes, hats, outside wraps, 
buy coal, buy our oldest boy school sup- 
plies, pay for an occasional doctor’s visit 
or for medicine and the thousand and one 
things which arise in every home. We are 
comfortable but are not saving anything, 
much as we would like to do BO. A great 
many of our desires go unsatisfied, but I 
hope the end which Kenelm predicts will 
not befall us and that we will not be- 
come “objects of charity’ or a “burden on 
the community.” HAVE TRIED IT.

SURGEON GIFFIN REVIEWS CON- FREDA BERGMANN, AGED 9

GOOD EXECUTIVES. 


The Sinks Were Locsted Too Near the 
Kitchens, and There Were Too 
Many Men in Camp. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—The War Inves- 
tigating Commission began its proceedings 
to-day with Maj. R. Emmet Giffin on the 
stand. He was chief surgeon at Camp 
Thomas and told of his visit to the Second 
Division Hoepital in July last, when, he 
said, it waa over-crowded. In each tent 
and under its files there were eight or nine 
men, when there should have been but from 
four te six. There was a sufficiency of 


near the kitchens, when there was a quar- 
ter of a mile.of open field back of them. He 
thought that it had been a mistake to lo- 
cate s0 many men together as were at 
Camp Thomas. Requisitions had been hon- 
ored promptly. “I got everything I.,asked 
for from a toothpick up, and was jurned 
down on nothing,’ he said. / 
Capt. James C. Baldridge, commisfary of 
subsistenee for the First Brigade \of the 
Second Division ofthe Seventh Army Corps, 
now at.Camp Cuba Libre, Jacksonville, oc- 
cupied the commission during the after- 
noon. He reached the camp on Aug. 2, 
and an immediate inspection of the kitch- 
ens found some of them not well managed, 
as all of the army cooks were not experts. 
He believed that for an army in camp green 
coffee was preferrable to the roasted, as it 
was stronger and fresher. The meat he 
considered good and was received on time 
except in one instance. The men were 
liberally supplied with food, and the loca- 
tion of the camp was good. Still there 
had been an increase of disease, which he 
attributed to the climate and to the 
sembling of a large body of men. He also 
thought decaying fruit and the canteen 
beer had had an influence in producing 
disease. Much of his testimony related to 
complaints from the Second New Jersey 
Rasiment. He said there had been many 
complaints from this reg:ment, and in-

The horse which the 
Emperor will ride into Constantinople is 
a gift of the Sultan, a pure bred Arab stal- 
lion. The metal part of the harness is of 
pure gold and silver, worked in the Turkish 
capital. The only new point in the pro- 
gramme is that it is intended to hold a re- 
ligious service on the Mount of Olives 
Sunday, Oct. 30 

Nov. 4, while the Emp¢ror is visiting the 
Greek prey | Mar Saba, the Empress 
will drive to Solomon's lakes. and proba- 
bly in the afternoon to Jews Wall of Wajil- 
9. From Haifa the journcy will be contin- 
ing. The return to Haifa is fixed for Nov. 
ued to Beirut when an excursion lasting 
several days will be made to Damascus 
and Bethlehem. The imperial party will ar- 
rive in Alexandria Novy. 17. 

The dedication service of the Church of 
the Savior In Jerusalem will take place 
Oct. 81. It is stated that vill civilians at- 
temding the service will have to appear in 
dress- clothes with white tie and dark 
trousers. The Imperial party will number 
13 horses and mules and 10,000 troops. This 
vast company wiil be divided into two 
identical camps. As the first oamp moves 
on the other will take its place in order to 
maintain privacy in the imperial camp. 
Mr. Cook has had a large number of bronze 
medals specially struck. No one will be 
allowed inside the cordon of guards with- 
out producing this medal.

IS JHERE PCLITICS IN IT? 


Kaiser Said to Have an Eye to Gain on 
Asia Minor. 
LONDON, Oct. 8.—The political side of 
Empetor William's visit to Palestine is at- 
tracting close attention here. Germany for 
tne last 20 years has had an eye on Asia 
Minor as her part of the spolls when the 
Ottoman, Empire collapses, and the Ger- 
man Emperor, since the Armenian trouble, 
has obtained a strong foothold In that part 
of the world. Germans have obtained rail- 
road, land and other concessions in Asia 
Minor, and are generally showing a dlis- 
position to settle there permanently. The 
Eriglish newspapera.express the conviction 
that Emperor William's idea is to foster 
this German settlement, and that when 
Turkey collapses Germany will justly claim 
a slice of Asia Minor from the Egean Sea 
to Arabia, where there is roorn for 10,000,- 
000 German emigrants, who would’ other- 
wise go to the United States or to British 
colonies. The Spectator points out that Em- 
peror William’s first idea of Germanizing 
the Transvaal, South Brazil and parts of 
Africa failed. The project failed in South 


Brazil owingto the idea in Germany that 
it might lead to war with America. The 
Spectator adds: “If, however, America had 
been paralyzed with a European war, as 
seemed for a few hours possible during the 
Venezuelan dispute, Germany's opportu- 
nity would have arrived. The question of 
the possibility of permission to acquire 
Cuba met with an angry negative, and we 
have little doubt Washington has been 
asked to conciliate Germany with a share 
in the Philippine Islands,” 1e Spectator 
concludes with reenarking: “‘Hmperor Will- 
lam’s frequent change of object accounts 
for his non-success, while his efforts in dif- 
ferent directions have aroused or are arous- 
ing the sleepless distrust of Great Britain, 
Russia and the Unjted EF ates.’

VICE-PRESIDENT HAWES’ NEW 
RULE IN OPERATION AT 
THE FOUR COURTS. 


FOR PROTECTION OF PRISONERS 


Lawyers Cannot Sce Persons in the 
Holdover Unless They Want to 
See the Lawyers. 


Vice-President Harry B. Hewes of the 
Police Board has devised a means of pro- 
tecting prisoners in the Central Station 
holdover from the grafters who infest the 
Four Courts building and worm tribute out 
of the unfortunates there. 

The evil became eo annoying to the po- 
lice and to, the prisoners that a remedy 
wes demanded, 

Mr. Hawes tried an experiment which 
has ulted in a new and permanent rule 
being established requiring lawyers who 
wish see prisoners to show conqusively 
that the prisoners desire to see them. 

The result of the experiment is very in- 
teresting as showing the desperate means 
that the class of lawyers doing this work 
resort to to gain their ends. 

Exactly 17 large and healthy lies were 


the record of one month’s trial of the ex- 
periment. 

Following an order from Mr. Hawes, 
Capt. Reynolds a month ago began the ex- 
periment. Lawyere wishing to see prisoners 
were required to state in writing that either 
the prisoners or their friends had asked 
for their services. These statements were 
sent in to the turnkey, who was required to 
interview the prisoners as to whetner they 
wanted to see the lawyers. In 17 cases, 
after lawyers had,solemnly averred they 
had been asked by either prisoners or their 
friends to come, the prisoners replied that 
they didn’t know the lawyers and didn’t 
want to see them. Mr. Hawes has the slips 
containing the statements of lawyers and 
rrisoners. They read in almost every case 


ike this: 

“Mr Blank, a lawyer, wishes to see 
Blank, a prisoner in the holdover, and 
states that Blank sent for him. 

In 17 cases the reply come back written 
n the back of thé same siip: 

Oe Blank says he doesn't know Mr. Blank, 
the lawyer. and doesn’t want to see him. 

One lawyer, in parficular, was pernicious- 
lv active in this ngepect, and Mr, Hawes 
has several slips credited to him. 

After a month of the experiment Mr. 
Hawes decided to make the rule perma- 


nent. 
He has Issued an order to that effect, and 


will have blanks printed. These the law- 

yers will be required to @l out. The 

blanks will be sent in to the prisoners for 

their approval. 

a eaking of the new rule, Mr. Hawes 
a: 


“The abuse was ope to be of scandal- 
ous proportions, The rule is made entirely 
in the interest of the prisoners, to protect 
them against the grafters who have swin- 
died and persecuted them. The methods of 
these fellows are astounding because of 
their soullessnesas. One grafter that I have 
in mind is not a lawyer at all. But he has 
been making a good living out of the 
wretches in the holdover. His plan almost 
invariably was to go to a prisoner, tell him 
his case was hopeless, scare him badly and 
then offer to get a Hght sentence for him 
if he pleaded guilty. The scheme worked 
beautifully. This man was caught several 
tunes by our experiment. 

“In order that no injustice be done the 

lsoners in the holdover by this ruvie I 
ave arranged so that any prisoner can 
send our for a lawyer, and Capt. Reynolds 
and the turnkeys have orders to.that ef- 
fect. I am determined to do all I can to 
rid the Four Courts of this grafting class.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—Chaplain Arnett 
ef the Eighth Regiment United States Vol- 
unteers (colored immunes), is a man with 
_a determined wife and a political pull. 
Threatened with proceedings either for di- 
vorce or alimony, he tendered h's resigna- 
_tion and incontinently fled. Then, through 
the influence of his father, Bishop Arnett 
of Whiberforce University, a personal 
friend of the President, the Chaplain with- 
drew his resignation and has again been 
reinstated as Cheplain of the Bighth. 

Arnett’s story is one of more than ordl- 
nary interest. Bishop Arm:tt is at the head 
of one of the most famous colored institu- 
tions of learning in the country—Wiibe- 
force Unitversity—located at Xenia, O. For 
years he has been a warm personal friend 
of the President and has always had a 
vo.ce in the disposition of the aqiered, pate 
ronage so far as it coneerns the est- 
deni’s native State. hen the war ap- 
poilntments were being dealt out Bishop 
Arnett asked and secured a position as 
Chaplain for his son and 
to the Eighth Reg.ment. 
ree blade ane ros me mé time tne Chap- 
ain has been stationed with 
at Fort Thomas, Mentucks. the regiment 

Recently certain rumors came to the ear 
vf the deperiment officials. [t was stated 
that the chaplain had kicke1 up a row be- 
cause he was not permitted to mess with 
the Colonel of the regiment. This caused 
little concern, for the Coleael 8 mess is a 
matter over whieh the Colonel his abso- 
lute jurisdiction, 

Then it was reported that Chaplain <Ar- 
nett, the son of the Bishop, had one wife 
too many, but this did not come offictally 
before the department and the charge was 
never proved, so that no attention was 

paid to it. Things ran on in this way for 
| Some days, when the department urex- 
pectedly received the resignation of the 
chaplain, to take effect the 15th of this 
month. It was accepted with a promptnesa 
that probably astonished the chaplain. 

The next move in the Incident, which 
was supposed to be closed, astonishad the 
department. Pishop Arnett called upon Ad- 
jutant-General Corbin one day this week 
pearing. & note from the President author- 
izing Chaplain Arnett to withdraw his 
resignation) and this order was made by 
the department. The Bishop intimated that 
there was a woman in the cage, and so far 
as the nf yartment was able to ascertain 
the facts there is some truth In the etory. 

Chaplain Arnett was in the heyday of 
his giory when there suddenly appeared at 
Fort Thomas a woman e¢iaiming to be his 
wife. who openly and publicly threatened 
him with diverce or alimony. Rather than 
face the ridtoule of his fellows Chapiain 
Arnett res:gned and got out of the service 
and away from the men who knew of the 
threat that had been. made by this woman. 
No sooner had he done thie than the e oe 
bishop saw the mistake of his son. 
had resigned under fire, therehy admittin 
the accuracy of the charge the woman ing 
made. Then Chaplain Arnett yearned for 
vindication and the Bishop’s hurried trip 
was made to Washingtotn. Chaplain Ar- 
nett has been reinstated upon the written 
command of the President and the divorce 
suit will be fought out to a fintsh. 

Young Arnett has resumed his functions 
as chaplain of the E'ghth and the legal 
contest, if any follows, wil, be ahifted from 
the scenes of Fort Thomag to Xenia. Mean- 
while the regiment haa been ordered to 
Chickamauga, where Chaplain Arnett hopes 
the woman wil] not fo} oa,

AMATEUR ATHLETIC UNION. 


Infcrmal Conference of Its Representa- 
tives Held Last Night. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 8.—An informal con- 
ference of representatives of the Amateur 
Athletic Union and its allied associations 
was held last night to discuss the athletic 
differences in the West. 

The situation was carefully considered, 
and the action taken by the Western Inter- 


summer and the more recent action of the 
University of Wisconsin were examined in 
detail. 

The last information received was that 
a meeting of the Western Intercollegiate 
Amateur Athletic Association is to be held 
Wednesday next, at which the whole 
subject will be again considered. 

It is expected that action will be taken 
rescinding the expulsion of the Univer- 
sities of Chicago, Michigan and Iilinols 
the disqualification of the athletes of 
those universities. It was also said with 
authority that the action of the University 
of Wisconsin in disqualifying Maybury and 
<ochems would be approved by the associa- 
tion, and that the Universities of Chicago, 
Michigan and Illinols would resume their 
membership in the association. The opin- 
ion was universally expressed that this 
approval by the festern Intercollegiate 
Association of the action taken by the 
faculty of the University of Wisconsin was 
unquestionably wise, and would undoubted- 
ly heal the differences in Western athletics 
which arose last summer. 

The hope was further expressed that if 
necessary such amendments might be made 
to the constitution of the Western Inter- 
collegiate Amateur Athletic Association as 
would prevent a recurrence of such dis- 
putes and that thereby e renewed interest 
might be created in all forms of athletic 
sports throughout the Weat. 

Under the terms of the existing alliance 
between the Western Intercollegiate Ama- 
teur Association and the Amateur Athletic 
Tnion the action proposed will result in the 
immediate reinstatement by the registra- 
tion committee of the Amateur Athletic 
Union of all the athletes whbd are thereby 
restored to good standing in their own as- 
sociation. 

It was also the sense of the conference 
that the faculties of the Western colleges 
who have formed a compact not to permit 
lay with football teams of athletic clubs 
ye requested to rescind the rule and thereby 
enable each one of the seven universities 
to play the teams of athletic clubs in the.r 
discretion. This suggestion Was made on 
account of the apparent desire of all par- 
tles to build up amateur athletics in the 
West, accomplish which it is necessary 
for the Clubs, schools and colleges to work 
together invharmony. It was also suggested 
that efforts should be made to secure a con- 
a committee of five from 
intercollegiate Amateur Ath- 
letic Association and the College Football 
Rules Committee, so as to have uniform 
football rules for the year 1899.

TAXES AND NO BENEFITS. 


The Referee Offers Hir Timely Com- 
ment on Riding, Racing and 
Other Matters of Interest. 


I have been asked to express my views on 
the relation to the decline of cycle riding 
to the condition of the streets of this 
city and I cheerfully do so, feeling that 
on this subject I can say a few pointed eni 
vigorous things. 

The relation of the two !s so close that it 
amounts simply t cause and effect. There 
is no one other thing, nor are all things 
combined as potent a destructive agency to 
cycling as wet, muddy and bad streets. 


Let us consider the wheelmen’s posit'on 
in this matter end see where they stand. 
Three years ago the cyclists of St. Louis, 
through their committee, began a crusade 
against the flooding of the streets by the 
sprinkling contractor and for, the improv - 
sont of suca .mpassable stieets as King’s 

ghway, mis-named a boulevard. A great 
deal was accomplished, the streets were 
better sprinkkhd, that is rationally sprin- 
kled, and some of them were left dry at 
certain times of the day so that one could 
ride to and from business. The tation 
for the improvement of King’s highway 
was progressing favorably when the tor- 
nado struck us and the project received a 
set-back. The city officials were doing so 
much for the streets that the wheelmen 
patriotically and voluntarily assumed ae tax 
of $1 per year so that it could not be said 
that they were not willing to do their 
share. Of the money paid into the city by 
cyclists $5000 was used to build cycle paths 
in Forest park. 

To-day what have we? We atill have the 
cycle paths and we have what is called a 
“dry street schedule,”’ which is never ob- 
served, but we have all the other streets 
flooded by a thousand devices so that they 
are quagmires and whet good etreets we 
have are being rapidly washed away by 
na spartans of gallons of water pourd 
on them. 


But you can bet your life we asatill have 
the tax! 


License Commissioner Kalbfell’s receipts 
show a decrease of at least one-third of 
the number of riders from last year and 
he blandly stated that people were not rid. 
ing as much as they were before. Hia 
statement is true but the reason is because 
no one can now ride over the streets of St. 
Louis without being spattered with mud 
and of course they are not going to ride 
as much. : 


This year the Municipal Assembly pro- 
sed to appropriate some more of the 
wheelmen’s mone to bulld more cycle 
aths, but they did not do it. They struck 
t out of the appropriation bill and where 
our money has gone I do not know, They 
can cut out all the appropriations for cycle 
paths they wish if they will put it into 
street re-construction or into some plan 
to keep the sprinkling carts from deluging 
the streets we now have. If there ever was 
a waste of money it was in the building of 
crele paths in Forest Park where we have 
the finest gravel roads in the country. 
Cycle paths are a luxiry and a good thing 
when the streets are rideable, but when 
we have to carry our wheels in a wagon to 
et to the cycle paths, I am of the opinion 
hat it is sheer lunacy. It reminds me of 
the boy who had a dollar and bought a 
% cent purse to put the nickel tn. 


If the city officials would look at the 
avers population in other cities and: take 
the tax Into conaideration at the same 
time they might do something. ndlianap- 
olis has 30.000 riders, Detroit 30.000. Chicago 
200,000, while, according to Mr. Kalbfell, ot. 
Louis has 12,000. We could easily afford 
to spend $100.000 on King’s highway and 
other approaches to the park. .and a large 
sum in reforming the sprinkling depart- 
ment, for the tncrease in the number of 
riders wg@uld soon make up the amount In 
the ~—— tax.

The Strange Story of Dr. George H. Rice of Sandoval, Ill., Deacon in the Con- 
gregational Church, Noble Grand of the Odd Fellows Lodge, Secretary 
in the Order of Knights and Ladies of Honor, Treasurer for 
Knights of Pythias Yet Accused of Poisoning His Wife.

Holmes, who murders his own 


flesh and blood for a few paltry dollars 
of life insurance, or an innocent man be- 
seft of brother and wife and brought un- 
der the shadow of the gallows by a com- 
bination of circumstances rare \in crimi- 
nal history. 


The people of Sandoval, IIl., where 


he lives, refer to him as “Doc,” with 
pity and sympathy in their tones, 

The authorities and an insurance com- 
pany scoff at the sympathizers as’ dupes 
of an accomplished villain, and point to 
what they Jelieve to be incontrovertible 
evidence of the man’s guilt. 

Dr. Rice has no feara for his safety, 
Nor is he broken with the weight of his 
cross. His dominant ‘characteristic is ag- 


gressiveness. He is engrossed in a fight 
for his life, in which he participates with 
a zest that drowns sentiment. In one re- 
gard his nature is contradictory. With 
one breath he speaks reverently of the 
love and condolence of his pastor, Dr. 
Moslander, and in the next speaks sul- 
phurously of the insurance company. 

The trial which is to decide his guilt 
or innocence, or at least whether he is to 
be punished or not, is docketed to begin 
to-morrow at Salem, the county écat. 

It will be a battle of expert chemists 
before a jury of farmers. The specific 
charg@against Dr. Rice is that he pois- 
oned his wife, hiding the crime under his 
medical skill. 

Behind this, in the State's case, are the 
specters of other deaths, in which insur- 
ance money was concerned. 

Dr. Rice’s attorneys are Noleman & 
Hoorebeck of Centralia and Carlyle, Judge 
J. A. B. Kagy of Salem, Judge C. 8. Pat- 
terson of Sandoval. Dr. William C. Ussery 
of the Marion Sims College of St. Louls is 
one of the doctor's experts; the others are 
Chicago chemists. 

Judge Launtz will assist Prosecuting At- 
torney Jennings and Dr. Wm. C. Telch- 
mann of St. Louis will furnish the State's 
expert testimony. 

Judge Truman E. Ames of Salem will oc- 


cupy the bench.

He wears a full Vandyke beard, which ts 
gandy colored, and a heavy mustache of the 
game shade conceals from all but the close 
obeerver a emall, weak mouth.

The doctor's most striking physical char- 
acteristic is his ear. The upper part is 
jarge, round and thick, and stands well out. 
The lob) is emall, thin and flat, nestling 
cloge to the head. The pair give him a 
human resemblance to a bull terrier, bris- 
tled for a fight. 

The forehead has good height and breadth 
Dut ia too perpendicular to approach per- 
fection. 

The eyes are sateel-gray, with large pu- 
pils, and are well placed umler heavy eye- 
brows.

Dr. Rice has a faculty of gazing fixedly 
at an interviewer with scarcely a blink. 
But when he drops into pathos In discuss- 
ing. hie wife's death his eyes will not ane- 
wer @ #teady look in kind. 

The nose is Roman in profile, but much

signs of toll, The fingers are thick and

PROSECUTION. 

HE State’s case, prepared by C. E.

Dr. Rice as a moral degenerate, nipped in 

the youth of his plans for continuous mur- 
der for profit through life insurance. 

This fiend of the 8State’s case administer- 
ed poison to loving and confiding relatives 
with one hand while the other he stroked 
aching brows and his lips murmured terms 
of pity and endearment, 

Nor were those beyond his family circle 
exempt from the insidious attacks of this 
monster who murdered under the cloak of 
confidence bestowed upon physician by pa- 
tient. 

The State credits Dr. Rice with rare 
cunning, knowledge of human nature and 
a thorough understanding of poisons. 

None it a master of poisons would know 
that arsenic produces the same symptoms 
as the common disease, cholera morbus, 
which appears as the cause of Mrs. Rice's 
death on the certificate; that arsenic is 
used In embalming fluid, and that ft is al- 
most impossible to determine by analysis 
whether arsenic, found in the organs, found 
its way there before or after death; that 
morphine and cocaine, administered togeth- 
er, annul the symptoms of each other, 
but not the effects. 

The State thanks the doctor’s habitual 
energy for bringing him into court. Three 
days after his wife's demise he filled 
out the blank proof of death and forwarded 
it to the Metropolitan Insurance Co. as a 
request for the insurance on her life, 

On the @ay this blank was received in 
New York City began -the investigation of 
which the opening of Rice's trial in the 
courtroom at Salem to-morrow will be the 
beginning of the end. 

The story of Dr. Rice's life as it is set 
forth in the State's case begins with an in- 
credible epoch during ‘this youth at St. 
Charles, Mo. 

This epoch is the foundation of the state- 
ment that Dr. Rére, loved, respected and 
confided in and pitied by Sandoval folk, is 
a moral degencrate. 

Where he obtained his medical education 
is not definitely known. The only fact in 
this connection that the State knows is 
that he was graduated at an eclectic § in- 
stitution. The electic achool frowns on min- 
eral drugs and preaches the merits of vege- 
table compounds. 

Arsenic, morphine and cocaine are vege- 
table polsons. 

Of his firet marriage—which he made no 
mention of in his statement to the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch—nothing is said. The couple 
were divorced and the wife now lives in 8t. 
Louls. 

Sixteen yeare ago he moved to Texas and 
practiced medicine at Bandera. While there 
he married Ada Maudslee. She bore him 
two children, both boys, and died at the 
time of the birth of the second. Amy 
Maudsiee, the wife's aister, and her mother 
made their home with the doctor and Ada 
from the time of their marriage. 

Sfhiortiy after Ada’s death the doctor 
wedded Amy and the family moved to San- 
doval. 

It is not known whether Ada Rice's life 
wae insured or not. But it is the theory of 
the State that Dr. Rice’s degeneracy did 

10t take the form of murder for life itnsur- 
ance until he became aettied at Sandoval, 
which was in 1892. 

The fiend of the State's case began opera- 
tions immediately by ingratiating himeelf 
with the people of Sandoval. He was charit- 
able and generous with his medical service 
to those in poor financial circumstances. On 
his reputation in the community he early 
secured the appointment of medical exam- 
iner in that district for a number of I!fe in- 
surance companies. He insinuated himself 
intd the home circle of Sandoval families, 
won the praise of women for his temper- 
ance, pleasing manners and goodness of 
heart, and the esteem of men for his know!l- 
edge and energy in behalf of Sandoval en- 
terprises. 

Meanwhile he preached the merits of life 
insurance One who listened was George P. 
Andereon. Aug. 15, 18M, the following letter 
went through the malls: 

Home Benefit Society, New York: 

Gentlemen: I bave «a warm personal 
friend, «a farmer, 35 years old, who is & 
worthy subject and «a bachelor in good 
health, living with bis parenta, who are also 


his sister, I would pay for it and sell out 
the policy to him after he gets married, but 
I would ratber have it made out direct to 
me. 

He wants to get in under cheap rates 
end not wait until he is older and has to 
pay more. 

Please let me hear from you with all 
particulars and whether the insurance can 
be assigned to any one other than a rela- 
tive and oblige. Yours truly, 

GEORGE H. RICE. 

A policy was issued with an unmarried 
sister of Andrews named as beneficiary. 
Dr. Rice paid the premiums and was al- 
lowed 60 per cent commission for having 
secured the business. Correspondence re- 
garding the transfer of the insurance was 
kept up and in September blanks weré 
forwarded to Dr. Rice with instructions 
to have himself made the beneficiary, 
Whether this was done is either. unknown 
or kept secret by the prosecution. 

Next is cited the case of a young lady 
\whom Dr. Rice was attending during an 
illness. He told her that she was sgeri- 
ously ill and would probably die. Life in- 
surance was broached by the doctor as 
a means of softening the pain that the 
young lady’s death would bring her rela- 
tives. She said jokingly that the beneficta- 
ry might hasten her end should she insure 
her life. To this the accommodating doc- 
tor replied that he would be only too 
happy to become the nominal beneficiary 
and carry out such verbal instructions as 
the young lady might give him as to thé 
disposition of the money after her deafn. 

She suggested that in her condition, so 
close to death, it would be impossible to 
get any insurance. Dr, Rice hastened to 
say that he, as medical examiner of several 
companies, would have no difficulty in get- 
ting a policy for her. But the young lady 
declined and called in another physician. 
She is now in good health. 

An old physician of Sandoval became iil. 
He called in Dr. Rice and the latter as- 
sured him that he was at death’s door. 
Life insurance was the only thing left. 
Dr. Rice volunteered to become the bene- 
ficlary, but the old physician thought dif- 
ferently and got well. These incidents carry 
the story up to the spring of 1295. 

On the hypothesis of the doctor's guilt, 
he had striven as yet in vain to realize his 
gvuiden visions. 

April 15 Mrs. Amy Rice insured her life 
for $2000 In the Home Forum Co. with her 
husband as beneficiary. Aug. 1 of the same 
year, $100 in the Court of Honor was 
added; March 13, 1896, $2000 was placed in 
the Empire Life; five days later the Metro- 
politan took $2000. 

Meanwhile Dr. Rice was making money 
and friends. His practice increased steadi- 
ly. He and his brother, Edgar, four years 
his junior, bought a farm near Sandoval, 
which Edgar worked, They gtarted the 
Sandoval Free Press, a weekly newspaper, 
and all the merchants of Sandoval adver- 
tised in its columns. 

Early in the summer of 1896 the doctor 
sent Mrs. Rice, her mother and two little 
boys down to Texas. In a few days after 
they went away Edgar Rice was taken ill. 
The doctor took his sick brother to his 
own home at Sandoval. He sent for Dr. 
Broomer of Centralia, Coroner of Marion 
County. Dr. Broomer looked at the brother 
and said there appeared to be nothing the 
matter beyond a slight indisposition. Dr. 
Rice insisted that his brother was serious- 
ly ill. 

Within the next few days Edgar Rice 
died. Sandoval grieved with the doctor and 
attended the funeral, The doctor shed 
and murmured: “Poor Ed?" 

State's attorneys say that Dr. Rice 
upon the Coroner and said: 

Broomer, brother Ed's life was in- 
sured. Being the beneficiary, I do not like 
to fill out the proof of death. Wil) you do 
it for me?’ 


Dr. Broomer signed the blank certificate 
as the attending physician, merely as a 
professional courtesy, without realizing ¢x- 
actly what his action meant, he gays. 

The insurance company’s representative 
called upon Dr. Broomer and inquirad for 
details of the man's death. Dr. Hroomer 
explained his connection. There was no 
tangible clew upon which to base an in- 
vestigation, and Dr. Rice received $70) be- 
siies Edgar's interest in the farm. 

After the latter's death Dr. Rice joined 
the Sandoval Congregational Church. He 
gove largely for its support and frequently 
led in prayer. 

Th Free Press boomed and the doctor's 
practice increased. He built a two-story 
double store building on a Main street cor- 
ner with a commodious office for himself 
in the rear. Sandoval looked on In approv- 
al and congratulated itself on the 
tor’s presence. 

The affair of the brother had succeeded 
admirably and why not execute another 
coup right awey? So argued the fiend in 
the State’s case, laughing in his sleeve at 
the insurance companies and patting him- 
self on the back.

After an examination of the organs with- 
out removing or touching them, Dr. Cham. 
bers said he did not detect any trace of 
arsenic. 

Turning to Coroner Broomer and the jury 
behind him, Dr. Rice exclaimed: 

“Then I demand to be publicly exon- 
erated!” 

“One moment. gentkmen, lest we act 
hastily in a grave matter.” 

Judge Launtz stepped forward. 

“T as a citizen of the State of INnois, 
demand that this investigation proceed. 
There are more polsons than arsenic ani 
more ways than casual] observation to 1de- 
tect their presence after.death. I demand 
that the investigation proceed as at frst 
intended. I demand that the organs be r- 
moved for chemical analysis.”’ 

Judge Launtz impressed the jury with 
the justice of his demand. No harm could 
result from further Investigation, they 
reasoned. 

Dr. Rice interposed a condition. 

“T am more interested than the Insur- 
ance companies,” he said. “My life is at 
stake, while they have but $7000 to lose, at 
most. I am dealing with persecutors, not 
prosecutors, and I must act accordingly. 
If my pereecutors are to make an analysis, 
60 shall 1. 

“Tf those organs are to be removed, half 
of each shall come to me, and a chemist 

of my selection ehall determine what 
caused her death.” 

To this Judge Launtz assented. Dr. 
Chambers had brought eleven glass jars, 
one for each organ. Dr. Chambers asked 
Dr. Rice where he was going to put his 
portion? 

“Just wait: I'll get some jars." 

‘ He came back presently, out of breath, 
' With the jars. 

The two sets of jars were ranged along- 
side of the body, side by side. The oper- 
ating physicians stood opposite. Dr. Rice 
etood at the head, closely watching the 
minutest details. 

The intestines were removed, divided 
into two equal parts and dropped into jars. 
One lung went into one jar, the other 
mass of perforated flesh, which had 
breathed the same air, was dropped in an-- 
Other glass receptacie. 

Dr. Rice cocked his head and watched 
the knife with squinted eye as it clovehis 
wife's heart in twain. 

The gruesome task occupied an hour or 
more. During its performance those whose 
presence Was not necessary made trips out- 
side. 

At last it was over. Dr. Chambers sealed 
all of the jars. He used a ring on one set 
and packed those up for Dr. Teichmann, 
City Chemist of St. Louls, who was en- 
gaged to make the analysis for the Metro. 
politan Insurance Co. 

A notched stick served as a seal for the 
ethers, which Dr. Rice took away. 

Weeks expired without a resumption of 
the coroner’s inquiry. 

In January George P. Anderson died. 
What became of the insurance on his life 
the State's case does not mention. 

Dr. Rice went into court and brought 
mandamus proceedings to force Coroner 
Broomer to resume the inquest. He pleaded 
that his chemists had long since finished 
their analysis and that the State's delay 
was holding him under a cloud. 

April 18, 1898, the coroner's jury was re- 
convened at Centralia, Ill. 

Dr. Teicnmann’'s report was, in part, as 
follows: 

“The ingredients of the embalming fluid 
cemapticated analysis of these organs con- 
siderably, rendering the separation and ex- 
traction of some poisons extremely difficult 
and necessitating extensive comparative 
experiments with similar mixtures on ani. 
mals. 

“The grave responsibility of this analy- 
sis required such thorough researches in 
this direction that it was impossible for 
me, with the limited time at my disposal, 
to complete the work as I considered it de- 
sirable. However, I have advanced suf- 
ficiently to be able to state that careful 
chemical and physiological tests convince 
me of the presence of cocaine in the body 
of the deceased prior to her death, and, if 
taken during a period of one day in gsuf- 
Mint quantities to have caused her death, 
Cocaine was not found present in the em- 
balming fuid. Comparative tests which I 
made on the organs of a person who com- 
mitted suicide by taking cocaine added 
much t@ my information on the subject. 


“Chemical tests appear to indicate the 
Presence of a certain other poison in the 
Vigcera of said Mrs. Amy Rice, but since 
some of the leading toxicological authori- 
ties refuse to consider shemical tests wiih- 
Out the successful separation of the pvison 
and Satisfactory physiological iests with 
the same sufficient to indentify the polson, 
end lam forced to make this report before 
having performed the last mentioned tests, 
I cannot to-day conscientiously claim to 
Rave identified this poison. It wus not 
Present in the embalming fluid. Arsenic 
was found to be present in the viscera, but 
the arsenical embalming fiuld complicates 
the distinction between ante and post-mor- 
tem arsenic to such extent as to render the 
Same extremely difficult, if not impos- 
sible.” ; 

The report of Dr. Ussery of the Marion 
Sims College, who made an analysis for 
Dr. Rice, was favorable for the Sandoval 
Physician. The jury returned the following 
verdict: 

On oath we do find that Mra. Amy Rice came to 
ber death from the result of former disease and 
other causes we reasonably believe to have becca 
‘ Superindeced by the improper treatment ef wor 
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recommend that Dr. George H. Rice be held uu- 
der a« light bond to await the acion of he grand 
jury. 

The May grand jury indicted It. Rice for 
murder. His trial begins to-morrow,

nothing to say,” was his reply to 
| the first greeting. This wae saldin a 
manner indicating a desire on the doctor's 
part to assume the defensive and shield 
himself behind real or imaginary wrongs 
committed egainst him by the press. His 
statement extracted by queries and quota- 
tions from the State's accusations was: 

“] would willingly make @ full state- 
ment of my defense were it not against 
the injunction of my attorneys. I have 
placed my life in their hands and if I had 
not implicit confidence in their wisdom I 
would not have employed. them. 

“If I were being prosecuted by the peo- 
ple, as the indictment says, I wou have 
no hesitancy about explaining all #he cir- 
cumstances surrounding my wife's death. 
Rut Iam not being prosecuted by the peo- 
ple; I am being persecuted by a corpora- 
tion. This corporation has no eoul. My 
life is nothing to them compared. with 
their business. The State points to the 
7000 insurance on my wife's life as my 
for killing her. Has not the in-

surance company 
in trying to hang me? 

“They have employed experts to examine 
the organs. So have I. Mine are as capa- 
hle as theirs. Never mind who my experts 
are, one of them is in the Marion-Sims 
Medical College at St. Louis (Dr. Ussery), 
and the others are from Chicago. / 

“Dr. Teichmann, the City Chemist of St. 
Louis, is the insurance company’s chief ex- 
pert. I understand he claims to have 
found arsenic in the organs. If he did 
they put it there!”’ 

He arose while making this declaration 
end sheok his clenched fist in the alr. 

“They are a d—— lot of —- — ——! The 
idea of accusing me of murdering my 
wife. Why, I am no more guilty of that 
crime than you are. I cannot conceive of 
a more beinous deed than that of a man 
poisoning his poor, sick wife, who had 
every confidence in him. It isawful! 

“Tl am ready and anxious for trial. I have 
been all along. It was I who insisted upon 
having the body exhumed and the organs 
examined. I did this in order to be vindi- 
cated. 

“I insisted upon having the organs di- 
vided because it was necessary to save my 
own life. I would not allow Dr. Chambers, 
an employe of the insurance company, to 
touch them, because I knew the mercenary 
corporation I was dealing with, and ] 
knew its officers would stop at nothing to 
hang me and save the money which they 
rightfully owe me, 


“Half of each organ was given to me and 
half to the insurance company. This was 
Dec. 1. My chemists finished their examina- 
tion early in January, but the State did not 
get through until April. And even then I 
had to bring mandamus proceedings to 
make the prosecution bring its report be- 
fore the Coroner's jury. I had every confi- 
dence in Dr. Teichmanhn’s integrity and ab 
ity, and I felt eure that his analysis would 
vindicate me. 

“What was the result? The jury found 
that Mrs. Rice came to her death from 
causes unknown, but held me for the Grand- 
jury in the sum of $5000. When I wae in- 
dicted in May I went to Salem and gave 
myself up. Judge Ames released me on 
$5000 bond. Does that look like I was a 
murderer? 

“It is said that I sent my mother-in-law 
and my two little boys out of town before 
my wife became ill, with a purpose in view. 
There was no significance in that fact at 
all, They had merely gone to Texas on a 
summer vacation. 

“The death of my brother, poor Ed, has 
been charged to me also. People die in spite 
of all that can be done. That is the one 
drawback to the physician's calling. I am 
surprised that I have not been accused of 
murdering all of my patients, who have 
been unfortunate enough to die. 

“The woman I am accused of murder- 
ing was my second wife. I first married 
Ada Maudslee. Both of my sons, Robert 
and Joseph, who are now 9 and 7 years 
old, respectively, are her childrerls. Amy, 
her sister, lived with us from the time of 
our marriage. Ada _ died in confinement 
when Joseph was born. ' 

“I probably would not have married Amy 
but for the fact that a mother’s care was 
mecessary for the children. She was their 
aunt and loved them as dearly as though 
they hed been her own children. My 
mother-in-law has made her home at my 
house ever since my first marriage. Sh 
knows as well as I that.I am innocent 
She is now at Bandera, Tex., with the 
boys, where I lived ten years prior to 
coming to Illinols. 

“The people of Sandoval do not think IT 
am guilty. Last Saturday I Was elected 
Noble Grand by the local order of Odd Fel- 
lows. lam treasurer of a K. of P. lodge 
and eecretary of the Knights and Ladies of 
Honor. I was a candidate for Congress 
and am a deacon in the Sandoval Congre- 
gational Church,” 

The doctor declined to say whether he 
had given his wife hypodermic injections of 
morphine or cocaine or not, basing his re- 
fusal on the fear that he might strengthen 
the State’s case by discussing that matter. 
Nor would he go into detail about the in- 
Surance on his wife's life. 

On the subject of his brother's death, he 
Was equally reticent. 

Hie did not evade questions which he 
would not answer, but politely stated ‘n 
such cases that to reply would injure his 
case, 

The interview took place in the doctor's 
office at Sandoval.

er bathed, in order to preserve his power. 
He professed to be a materialist. Since his 
death, Dr. Hotchkiss is Supposed to have 
communicated with his earthly frienda, 
and one of thes*® communications is given 
below.

The Doctor’s Communication, 


“Tt is unnecessary to say that my earthly 
acquaintance was quite large and diversi- 
fied in character. Not only among the 
menibers of the ‘Vitapathic Circles’ formed 
by me, but among a large number outside 
of these. The ‘Dirty Doctor,’ as he was 
styled by many, wes a puzzle to all, an 
enigma they could not solve. The question 
of age was often the cause for those who 
seldom came in contact with its possessor, 
and curiesity stimulated many inquiries 
from friends as wel! as strangers... Why it 
was so 1 cannot now explain, unless from 
a dislike to lmpertinent inquiry; but it was 
a subject which was ayolded whenever pos- 
sible to do so.

To put all doubts or discussion at an end, I 
now declare my age to have been 133 years 
and 6 months when I passed out of the 
mortal body. None who knew me well will 
doubt this, and the opinions of strang- 
ers who only knew of me by hearsay there 
is no occasion to be troubled about. 

“There is aninnate vanity which seems to 
pervade the human ming, whether dis- 
played openly or hidden from ordinary ob- 
servation, is prevalent to a certain degree 
among mortals. 

“Of course the ‘Dirty Doctor’ had his van- 
ity or he would not have been mortal. But 
it leaves us on the other side of life when 
we rise out of earth's eura and come into 
a bigher condition.’ As near as pgssible to 
define it, 1 believe my vanity was’the wish 
to be regarded as.one who contained with- 
in himsgit the principle of healing to bene- 
fit otters, and although cognizant of the 
fact of itg origin from the spirit world, the 
question was either evaded or denied. My 
friends, with one or two exceptions, were 
awere that my declarations were, ‘that 1 
was not a e6piritualist,’ that the great 
power given to me was the outcome of 
long and excessive study of the magnetic 
and electric forces which surround the 
earth and how to use them. There was 
mysticism and the observance of rules in 
coming and going, which lent its aid and 
often produced strange effects. One of my 
friends declared that there was good, if 
not more of the Influence of spirit power, 
or what they felt could be made continuous. 
They kneW not what it was, but the relief 
from pain and suffering could not be denied. 
The power was given me to take upon my- 
self or rath®r my physical body, their ails 
ments, and to rid myself from them, gome- 
times in secret at others openly.

“The probability of over-population Is an 
old theme of debate. It was discussed in 
the last century by Benjamin Franklin (a 
man, by the way, muc ter known and 
more honored in Europe than here and 
quoted as an authority there upon many 
scientific subjects), Sirs James Stewart, 
Townsend, Wallace and others. 

“This danger of overpopulation which 
seems to have alarmed Sir William Crookes 
and the whole Mathusian creed would seem 
to be due to their own crowded conditions 
where overpopulation, combined 
seems more prevalent than in 
other country. The population to the 
kilometer in Belgium, for instance, 
seems to be no such proile- 
as we find In England 
the population to the 
but 192. In Tioiland this 
and Japan 14, in Ger- 
many 91, in France, Switzerland and the 
British Indfes 71, in China proper 3&8, 
Ireland 36, in Scotland 61, in Spain 35, im 
Sweden 11, in Norway 6, in the United 
States 8, in Brazil 1.7 in Chile 3.8, in Egypt 
6.. The continental ratio is 3/ persons to 
the square kilometer in Furope, 19 in Asia, 5 
in Africa, 3 in America, 4-10ths in Australla 
and 4 in Oceania. 

“According to these statistics the surface 
of the earth is Inhabited in the proportion 
of 11 persons to the square kilometer. These 
fieures are taken from censuses taken in 
the period of 1885 to 1891. The average 
yearly increase tn Great Britain fn the pe- 
riod from 1871 to 1889 was 1.3, in Belgium 
1, in Germany 1, in France less than 1-3 of 1 
per cent, while there was in Ireland a de- 
crease of 7-10ths. In view of these statistics 
it ie safe to say that there is no danger of 
an overpopulation. 

“These figures cover the last 20 years of 
prosperity. There is nothing alarming in 
them. History, in fact, tella of many such 
instances of prosperity and rapidly-increas- 
ing population which, so far from tending 
to overpeople the earth, could not main- 
tain their population’after a certain period. 
Such is the histor, of the mound builders 
of North America, the Indian races of Cen- 
tral and Sout America and Mexico, the 
Latin races af Italy and Spain and the 
Egyptians of Northern Africa and the peo- 
ple of Greece. Europe was heavily depleted 
in population during the Thirty Years’ War. 
This fear of an overpopulation might be 
nicely quieted.by repeating the old German 
proverb that ‘trees will not grow into 
Heaven.’ 

“Crookes says that under prevailing con- 
ditions we shall face starvation in the year 
1931; that to avoid this we should improve 
the cultivation of the soil by utilizing the 
nitrogen in the atmosphere. He says the 
fixed nitrates which now serve for fertili- 
zers will soon become exhausted. The prin- 
cipal nitrate of fertilization now is the 
sodium salt imported from Chile, which, 
Crookes’ thinks, will. become exhausted. 
Tesla, a matter of course, proposes to 
abstract this nitrogen from the atmosphere 
with powerful electrical currents, and he 
indorses Crookes’ proposition to harness 
the power of Niagara Falls for this pur- 
We should be grateful to these two 
great men that they have not only pointed 
out the danger, but shown the remedy and 
this upon American soil, 

“The question of agricultural chemistry is 
mtich more complicated than these brief 
statements suggest. The great Liebig is 
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the true founder of this science. He was 
the first of the scientiets to demonstrate 
that food for plants consists mainly of the 
watery solution of minerals, salts of po- 
tassium, phosphorus and nitrogen derived 
from ammonia and nitrates and in carbonic 
dioxide. Plants derive part of their nour- 
ishment from the air and part from the 


ground upon which they grow. Each va-

riety of plants will select from the soil the 
materials peculiar to its properties. 

“So a certain piece of soil may exhaust 
its ri through the cultivation of one 
plant and still be rich for another. If the 
plant, or an part thereof, be re- 
moved by harvest instead of decaying upon 
the fleld and returning the engthening 
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chemistry enables us to prepare any king 
of soil for any kind of plants. The most 
important question, of course, is will it pay 
to adapt certain soil to a certain culture. 

“This depends upon labor outlay for fer- 
tilizing salts and the transportation and 
market price of products. Famines, which 
rule almost every year in some part of the 
world, are now becoming rare because of 
scientifie farming and improved transporta- 
‘tion facilities. But a minor part of the sur- 
face of the earth is at this time in cultiva- 
tion. and but an extremely small part of 
this yields the crops which sclentific farm- 
ing would surely produce. 

“There are but a few territories abso- 
lutely barren. In fact, even the polar re- 
gions supply food, if not grain or potatoes, 
yet animals, meat and fat, 
ishment of the Eskimo. We could, within 
the limits of our country, raise all the food 
necessary for the subsistence of the entire 
population of the earth, if all the lessons 
of agricultural chemistry were applied, 

“The population of Saxony could probably 
subsist upon the products of that country 
alone if the agricultural possibilities of its 
soil were developed. Saxony, in 1890, had 233 
persons to the square kilometer. By an- 
alogy the earth might easily give subsis- 
tence to 3 times the present population. 
The regeneration of exhausted soil, would, 
of course, need to be carefully conducted. 
An immense quantuty of sewage, for in- 
stance, of the greatest value for fertiliza- 
tion is wasted. In St. Louls the sewage 
runs to the river and then to the Gulf, It ts 
lost for any purpose of fertilization. In 
Berlin and the populous cities of Europe 
such sewage is conducted into huge Dasins 
and utilized to enrich the flelds. 

“In considering the Crookes warning it 
must be remembered that man does not 
subsist exclusively upon wheat. Other 
cereals, rye, Oats, bariey, corn, rice, pota- 
toes and a large variety of foods constitute 
a heavy part of the world’s menu, To these, 
too, we must add cattle, fish, gowls and 
eggs. 

“Living upon cereals exclusively is waste. 
The human body is a machine fed upon 
heating material generating a correspond- 
ing amount of power. It makes all the 
difference in the world what fuel you use 
in. heating your engine. The substances ab- 
sorbed by the human body (digestion) serve 
to build it up while growing, to create 
muscle and nerve force or power and to 
produce heat (temperature of the body.) 

“One material is more serviceable to bulld 
up the body, supply the wastes and store 
material for future use (fat.) Other food 
materials are particularly serviceable to 
create heat, and others to supply muscles 
and nerves. We are enabled to closely ob- 
serve the total amount of heat generated in 
the body, the changes in food and their 
individual effects upon the system. Such 
studies have enabled the scientist to give 
the exact figures for the different varieties 
of food necessary, for instance, for the sol- 
dier in garrison and the soldier in camp. 

‘The normal condition of the body is de- 
fined as that where the soldier keeps his 
weight unaltered while on duty and where 
the amount of solid urea secreted by the 
kidneys within 24 hours remains station- 
ary. The Voit and Pettenkoper apparatus 
measures exactly the amount of carbon 
dioxide exhaled in “4 hours, allowing calcu- 
lation of the amount of heat generated by 
the body. This ts nothing but the com- 
bustion of food-stuffs in the tissues and 
the lungs. 

“Experience in 
the young body

principal substances, excepting water and 
salt... They are albumen as contained in 
meat and eggs: carbo-hydrates as, for in- 
stance, flour, sugar and starch, and fat. A 
sandwich consisting of bread, butter and 
meat contains the nourishenent required for 
the body in the shape of mixed diet, and 
also in about the proportion prescribed by

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nature. (Still there are sandwiches not cole 
structed upon true natura! lines.) 

“A g00d meal consists of meat. 
and other vegetables, the fat being supplied 
with the sauce. It will be noticed that 
such & mea! consists of albumen, carbo-hy- 
Grates and fats. Of these three substances 
there is no single one upon which man 
could exclusively subsist. A man fed upon 
albumen alone or sugar or fat would dle of 
Starvation within a few weeks. but the 
equilibrium of the body may be maintained 
unaltered if the food consists of albumen 
and either starch or fat-or both. 

“Of this naturel food supply the quate 
tity, per capita for ™ hours, should bet 
Of albumen, 13) grammes: of fat, S43, and of 
carbo-hydrates, 400. The daily ration for the 
American soidier in garrison ia: Of albu- 
men, l17 grammes; of fat, 2. and of carb. 
hydrates, 547. These figures indicate the 
weight of the chemically pure substances 
and not of the meals as served. Such a 
ration. as meals, would weigh: Of meat, 
about 550 grammes; of* bread, 6, and of 
bulter or fat, about 18. 

“The difference in the weight of the 
chemically pure substance and the meals 
as served is principally due to the water. 
of which beef contains about 7 per cent. 
Fiour contains albumen and fat, bot in 
such small quantities that to adequately 
supply the body one should eat in 24 hours, 
when subsisting upon bread alone, 4 
pounds, 

“The world's supply of mixed food ree 
quired for health and the most effective ex- 
ertion of the animal body depends, of 
course, upon the status of agriculture and 
the scientific raising of cattle and poultry 
and in a highly important degree upon the 
Nsheries of the ocean, the possibilities of 
which have but lately been seriously con- 
sidered. The world’s supply of these foods 
is limitless. 

“The fear of a lack In the world’s food- 
stuffs has directed the attention of the pub. 
He to the recent invention of Prof, 
Lillenfield of Vienna. Prof. Lilienfield has 
succeeded in preparing artificial albumen 
by the tnteraction of phenol (arbolic acid) 
amido-acetic acid and oxy-chloride of phos- 
pherous. This albumen is a very expensive 
substance, as amateur photographers can 
readily understand when they know that the 
second of the ingredients named (am‘4o- 
acetic acid) is Identical with the costly de- 
veloper glycine. 

“But even if this artificial albumen could 
be made very cheaply it would not be food 
fit to eat, being absolutely tasteless and 
only soluble in vehicles of disagreeable 
taste. Neither could it sustain man, for it 
lacks both fat and starch. The Lillenfielda 
discovery, while of the greatest importance 
in synthetical chemistry, has no bearing 
upon the problem of supplying the world 
with artificial foods. 

“Whatever artificial foods there may be 
invented must always represent in their 
weight the aggregate weight of albumen, 
fat and carbo-hydrates, the three sub- 
stances necessary to the subsistence of man 
the least weight of which, according to 
Lanke, would be about one pound tn 2% 
hours of chemically pure substance. The 
extraction of albumen from meat and eggs 
is an old process. 

“It is a fact which every housewife knows 
(by observing her neighbor) that enough 
food is wasted, thrown in the slop bucket 
or permitted to decay in the cellar to sus- 
tain the whole population of Africa. We 
must know, then, that we have never prac- 
ticed economy, and until we have done this, 
as we can if the need comes, we are in 
small danger of starvation. But over and 
above everything that may be sald by 
alarmists, let us remember that we have 
never yet crawn heavily upon the great 
reserve of food, of flesh, grains and vege- 
tables of the land or the fishes of the sea, 
We have naver the poasibilities of 
the world’s pantry, and they are |imitiess,”

RACE OF THE DECADE 
T CAIRO THlo WEEK. 


HE greatest steamboat race of the de- 
cade will take place at Cairo, IIL, 
next Tuesday. The contestants will 

be the Dick Fowler and the Georgia Lee, 
both remarkably swift. 

The Dick Fowler holds the record of be- 
Ing the fastest béat on Western waters, 
She won the horns in May, 1893, when she 
raced the side-wheel Spread E: from 
Evansville, Ind., to Calro. 

Capt. Ben Howard was then her master. 
An elegant pair of horns, richly 
mounted, wae presented to the steamer by 
the citizens of Paducah, ky. 5d5ince then her 
record for speed has never been question: a, 

The Dick Fowler was built in 1892. She 
belongs to Fowler Brothers of Paducah, 
and was named for Capt. Dick Fowler, who 
wae burned to death on the vld steamer 
Pat Cleburne years ago.

A magnificent view of the race can be 
obtained from Cairo. The town extends 
up the Ohio Levee to Forty-second street. 
Above that Is a part of the manufacturing 
district, Which contains many points of 
vantage. There is absolutely nothing to 
obstruct the vision. From the bend in the 
levee at Twentieth street the smoke of 
Mound City factories can be seen, and a 
person standing in front of the Halliday 
House can see up the river five miles. 

This levee, it is needless to say, will 
lined, packed and jammed with spectators. 
There will be a crowd in Cairo this week 
such as was never before witnessed. Tho 
street fair promises to eclipse everything 
of the kind ever attempted in the State. 
Kverybody will want to see the boat race. 

No other craft will be in that part of 
the river at the time. This has been speci- 
fied, both for purposes of safety and that 
both steamers may have a full and unob- 
structed chance for victory. 

As an incentive to speed a purse of $1000 
will be awarded the winner. Half of this 
amount is furnished by the Free Fair As- 
sociation and half by a citizen of Cairo, 
whose name will not be disclosed. 

In addition to this, some substantial 
token will be presented to the victor by 
the city, dn honor of the occasion and ag 
an inspiration to future boat bullders. 

Great interest is being taken in the race 
by rivermen everywhere—from Pittsburg to 
Cairo and from 8t. Paul to New Orleans. 
While the race will not be as long as the 
celebrated contest between the Robert E. 
and the Natchez, it wil! be quite as 
notable In its way, considering that both 
ara new boats, equipped with thoroughly 
modern machinery, 

That race will be seven of the most notable 
miles in the history of Western steamboat- 
ing, 

The Dick Fowler has already established 
her record. 

The Georgia Lee has never yet allowed 
anything that runs on water to pass her, 
but her speed capacity has never bec 
thoroughly tested. 

Whe can pick the winner? 
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they are dipped in starch water, they, too, 
are ready to hang up. 

“When hanging out clothes, always hang 
even weights together. Do not hang up 
sheets or table cloths so that they will hit 
clothes, props or fences. If they come in 
contact with these obstructions they will 
have to be washed again. 

“After the clothes are dry take down, and 
when all are down put the clothes pins in 
the clothes-pin bag, and then take down 
the line and roll it. 

“Now you are ready to. sprinkle the 
clothes. For this, use warm water, not 
cold, as is the custom. If tepid water is 
used a steam arises and saturates the 
clothes. This dampness makes the clothes 
all the easier to fron. When folding table- 
cloths, sheets, etc., be sure to fold straight 
and even. MPmbroidery, ruffles, lace, etc., 
are dipped in hot water and rolled very 
tightly. The more tightly the clothes are 
rolled the easier they are to iron and the 
better they look after they are ironed.

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TROMBONE PLAYING DESCRIBED BY THE INSTRUMENT’S MASTER 
By Arthur Pryor. , 
— 

T is safe to say that few people, indeed, know the possibilities of the trombone. I have seen people applaud a trombone 
soloist only because they thought it,funny to see h'm work the elide in and out. These have no idea of the music that is in 

the instrument. I play a cadence on the trombone which I will wager no man can play on any other instrument. 

The slide gives seven positions. By taking advantage of these I get 60 distinct notes, In the sixth position I get -24 
distinct notes. I have the same range with or without the use of the slide; that is, I can strike the highest or lowest of 
the 60 notes in the sixth position, but I cannot cut all of the intermediate notes With my tongue and lips alone. 

If a performer should produce a tone in the first position and gradually start the slide downward, sustaining the tone, 
passing the second, third, fourth, fifth and sixth and ending at the seventh position, the tone would become as it passed each 
position half a tone lowef, and produce a very dismal effect. To avoid this the performer must strike, in other words, 
“tongue” each of the many positions @s the slide passes them. 

If he shovld happen to strike the tone one-sixteenth of an inch above or below the correct position he would produce a 
false tone. This serves to show how accurate a performer must be. The average trombone player gets from two and one- 
half to three octaves.

BEEN QUADRUPLED. 


A Statistics of the 
the chief cotton producer of the world, had 
quadrupled its output since 1872, With this 
report are tables showing the remarkable 
fall in prices since that time. In 1872 the 
cotton crop of the United States is shown 
to have been 1,384.084,494 pounds, with an 
average price of 22.19 cents per pound; In 
1888, the crop ia reported at  5,667,372,061 
pounds, with an average price of 6.23 cents 
‘per pound. 

When it is considered that the other por- 
tions of the world that grow cotton have 
not at all reduced their production mean- 
time, it is apparent that the increased cot- 
ton supply of the world in the quarter of 
@ century under consideration has been 
very great, and far in advance of the in- 
crease in population or consuming power. 

Twenty-five years ago the United States 
produced -70 per cent of the cotton of the 
world, to-day she produces 8% per cent. This 
increase in the percentage has been, not 
because of a reduction of the cotton pro- 
duced in other parts of the world, but sim- 
ply on account of the increase in our own. 
The cotton supply of the other cotton-pro- 
ducing sections of the world in 1872-3, was 
1,667,000 bales, and in 1897-8, 1,665,000 bales. 
The average cotton production of other 
countries, from 1872 to 1878, was 1,618,000 
bales per annum, and from 189) to 1897, was 
1,924,000 bales per annum, showing that 
there has also been a slight growth in 
eotteon production in other parts of the 
world. 

Not only has the price of cotton fallen at 
about the eame rate that the production 
has increased, but there has also been a 
corresponding fall in the price of cloths 
‘manufactured from cotton. The reports of 
the Bureau of Statistics show that cotton 
“printing cloths'’ were quoted at 7.83 cents 
per yard in 1872, while reports just pub- 
lished show an average rate of 2.17 cents 
per yard in the cotton year of 1898, for the 
game grade of cloths, the fall in the price 
of the manufactured article thus having, 
in this case, at least, nearly or quite kept 
pace with the fal) in the price of raw col- 
ton and in the increase in production 0! 
that article. 

It is proper to add that the prices quoted 
for the earlier vears are based upon the 
currency values of that period, and, if re- 
duced to a gold basis, would be slightly 
less. Cotton “printing cloth,” whose prices 
are given in the table, are of the quality 
manufactured for use in printing calicoes 
and accepted as a standard grade by which 
prices are constantly quoted.

ON HUMAN HISTORY. 
O page in the history of human prog- 
N ress and endeavor more fas- 
cinating than the evolution of paper. 
Time was win traditions and facts were 
preserved orally and thus transmitted from 
father to son. As the struggling light of 
Intelligence began to leave its impress upon 
man the need of a method of keeping rec.- 
ords of events dawned upon the human 
mind and many devices were resorted to 
to accomplish this end. The planting of 
trees, building of mounds, setting up pil- 
lars and the holders of festivals and games 
to memorialize certain events, proved 
cumbersome and inadequate and with the 
fnvention of writing were abandoned, 

Following this came the use of stones, 
Walls, boards, trevs and other stable arti- 
cles for the preservation of history. These 
were sucveeded by scores of other devices, 

rimipaily the use of parchment and final- 

of papyrus, among the Egyptians. 
Papyrus was a plant, now extinct. From 
a substance was made which served the 
purpose of paper, and from it our word 
“paper was derived. The ancient papyrus 
Manuscripts that have been properly pre- 
Served are almost as serviceable to-day as 
when first made. 

The Chinese are probably the most an- 
cient makers of paper artificially produced 
from pulp. They discovered this process ap- 
parentiy about the beginning of the Chria- 
tian era. In making the pulp they used such 
Substances as bark, the soft parts of the 
Damboo and cotton. The Chinese are not 
only the most ancient papermakers, but 
Gertain papers they produce at the pres- 
ent time are in their way unequaled, as, for 
instance, a paper manufactured from the 
inner bark of the bamboo on which our 


_@tchers take the delicate impressions known 
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as “India proofs.”’ 

The art of making paper from fiber 
beaten into pulp was introduced tn Europe 
es carly as the seventh century. The Arabs 
had learned the method from the Chinese, 
and from Arabia the process was carried 
40 Spain. France and Holland followed as 
paper-makers with England a long way 
behind. The early processes of making by 
hand were siow and expensive, and the use 
of paper was of lingering growth, At frst 
the European manufacturets used eotton 
@s the raw material, but later linen was the 
rule.

It was not until about 1760 that paper mak- 
ine reached any high degree of perfection 
in England. Jatnes Whatman was then be- 
ginning the maufacture of his celebrated 
papers at Maidstone. But even then the 
process was complicated and tedious anc 
the paper was still hand-made as far @s a 
good deal of the process wa6 concerned, 

The laborious manufacture by hand con- 
tinued to be the only method till the be- 
ginning of the present century, when a 
wealthy English firm spent $300,000 in per- 
fecting a continuous machine that took In 
pulp in one end and turned out finished pa- 
per at the other. The idea wes @ good 
one and the machine which the Fourdri- 
nier company made fs practically the one 
in use to-day, but to them it brought dis- 
aster. The drain was too heavy and the 
firm falled. and its members who had done 
so much for the world. by their persistence 
died obscure and in penury. As for the ma- 
chine which proved so costly to them, 
every mill in the civilized world now has 
at least one. 

The liquid pulp flows out on an endless 
wire gauze, which drains away the water 
and carries the fiber on to an endless felt. 
From that it goes on among the rowers, & 
tortuous course, drying and being pressed 
and watermarked and sized until at the 
end. only a few minutes from its pulp 
etate, it comes out in a steady flow of 
finished paper. In some cases the machine 
cuts the paper into sheets as it flows out 
ffom between the final rollers, but in other 
inetances it is wound on a roll, some of 
them in unbroken sheets many miles in 
length.

THE NATION'S USE 

HE management of the Congress- 

i § ional Library was criticised late- 
ly because the librarian once re- 
fused to buy a set of scrap books 
containing an enormous number of news- 
paper clippings bearing on the as- 
sassination of President Garfield and the 
career of Guiteau, It was asserted these 
books were afterward bought at auction 

in New York by Guiteau’s brother for 75 
cents a volume and were immediately de- 
stroyed. John Russell Young, the present 
librarian, says he will welcome scrap 
books. He adds: 

“When Mr. Gladstone and Prince Bis- 
marck,died I instructed our London agent 
to collect everything pertaining to them in 
the English, French and German press. 
As soon as the material arrives it will be 
classified, indexed and bound and as such 
will go on the library shelves. It should 
be of value to the historian as covering 
so large a part of the history of Germany 
and England. It will fill several volumes 
at least. We have many scrap books and 
rejoice in that material when it comes 
in a reasorable shape. The library is hav- 
ing the early history of the Klondike pre- 
pared from materiaf sent by Mr. Brain- 
erd, newspaper. extracts, manuscripts, 
maps, and so on. As a rule it is never 
amiss to send anything to the library.

O other craze is so universal as that 
N of stamp collecting. It is known 
and followed in/every civilized coun- 

iry in the world, and to-day outnumbers in 
its devotees those of any other craze a 
hundred to one. According to numerous 
reports, it originated in France early in 
the ‘#'s, but this is untrue, as it js 
known for a certainty that it was in vogue 
in this country a number of years before. 

Europe is full of noblemen who are 
Stamp cranks of the deepest dye. It is 
safe to say that most rulers of the world 
have collectors @t one time or an- 
other, but weightier problems having con- 
fronted them, they have ceased to give 
the hobby the time and  attentian they 
would like. In America many eminent 
Statesmen, lawyers, clergymen, Physicians 
and business men generally, still find time 
to spend an hour or so occasionally with 
their favorite pastime. 

The Duke of York. who ts now about 33 
years of age, and in direct line to the 
throne of England, is undoubtedly the 
most conspicuous figure in the stamp 
world to-day. It was he who last summer 
opened the London Philatelic Exhibition, 
Which proved to be the most successful 
affair of its kind ever held. He also fa- 
vored the occasion with a private exhibit, 
which while small, was very full and com- 
plete in its way. The Duke of York has 
been an enthusiast for a number of years, 
and still finds time to devote to his col- 
lection 

Queen Wilhelmina of Holland. who, by 
reason of her recent accession to the 
throne, is at present a much talked of 
personage, is and has been for a number 
Of years an enthustlastic collector.

SOCIAL LIFE IN 
THE NETHERLANDS. 


HERE is only one fashionabie plece 
in Holland—The Hague. Now The 
Hague, with its queer moldly odors, 


does not give an impression of gayety to 


the average visitor. It is an acquired 
taste: but, once acquired, it is apt to be 
abiding, for it ie possible for a girl, at 
any rate, to have a remarkable good time 
between Scheveningen and Het den Bosch. 

The first. and not the easiest, thing is 
to compass an invitation to stay in 4 
family of recognized position. Hospitality 
is a plant of rather slow growth in Hol- 
land, and society is nothing if not exclu- 
sive. But when admitted within the jeal- 
ousy guarded doors of a Dutch household 
the visitor is made welcome literally to 
the third and fourth generation. All the 
cousins call, and a Dutch family without 
a pedigree, reaching back a century or 
so, of relations and connections would be 
regarded as quite unworthy of considera- 
tion. 

Tact is required in dealing with the 
Dutch, but a knowledge of French, though 
desirable, is not essential, for the smarter 
of the rising generation speak English, and 
speak it well. There are two or three sure 
recipes for a social success. A properly 
expressed hatred for the Jews so rigorously 
exiled from court always makes a good 
impression. Another safeguard is a guard- 
ed abuse of unpopular Germany, especia'ly 
if seasoned with a piqeant scandal or two 
concerning the house of Hohenzollern. To 
remind a Dutchman, that England, like 
Isreel of old, had to ask her a king at his 
hands; to deplore the famous victories of 
dashing Martin van Tromp—these, too, are 
acceptable compliments. 

The Dutch girl is not kept mewed up in 
a convent; if not so grac:ful as a French 
woman, she is by no means so dowdy as 
a German Fraulein. She is often pretty, 
and not always after the plump, rosy or- 
der. When Henry VIII. dismissed poor 
Anne of Cleves as a great Flanders mare 
he forestalled the nearly inevitable verdict. 
There is, however, a choice type that tells 
its own romantic story of love amid the 
bitterest hatred. 

Some of the swarthy Spaniards who were 
so stately and so cruel must have wooéd 
and won the sweet, demure ancestresses of 
certain dark-eyed maidens of to-day and 
left a charming legacy of Spanish beauty 
behind them.

1,206,275,500 pesatas at the close of 1897, and 
on Aug. 6 of this year the circulation 
had reached 1,440,955,425 pesatas. (A Span- 
worth 19 cents in United 
States money.) The cash holdings of the 
bank on this date were 258,958,640 pesatas 
in gold and 142,706,630 pesatas in silver. A 
comparison of the advances made by the 
bank in 189% and 1897 shows that, while 
in the former year 217,255,000 pesatas had 


been advanced, the figures in 1897 reached 
the total of 397,433,601 pesatas. 

The Bank of Spain was founded in 1829, 
under the name of the Bank of San Fer- 
nanda, and there are many instances in 
its history in which the Government has 
been compelled to make liberal conces- 
sions in return for the aid rendered to the 
country In its financial straits. In 1856 
the mame was changed to the Bank of 
Spain. A special act of the Legislature 
of Jan. 1, 1856, prescribed that there should 
be only one bank of issue In any com- 
mercial city. Issues of the new banks 
were limited to three times their capital, 
and they were obliged to keep a coin re- 
serve of at least one-third of the circula- 
tion. The minimum denomination of the 
notes was fixed at 100 reals ($50). While 
these were regarded as very liberal pro- 
visions, the Spanish legislators impaired 
their liberality by giving to the Govern- 
ment alone the power to appoint the ex- 
ecutive official of the Bank of Spain and 
the Commissioners to manage the indepen- 
dent banks. 

The commercial operations of the Bank 
of Spain are conducted largely through 
its 58 branches, though up to 1863 the bank 
had only two branches—one at Valercia 
and one at Alicante. On Dec. 31, 1862, ithe 
bank’s report showed a circulation of - 
390.91 reals ($10,400,000), a coin reserve) of 
107,398,201 reals, and deposits of 235,063,731 
reals.

Increases. in. the capital of the Bank of 
Spain are in some cases coincident with 
the demands made upon the institution by 
the Spanish Government. The bank is not 
a state institution, and the state does not 
share tn its profits, but tm 1874 the Span- 
ish legislators passed an act that required 
the bank to advance 135,000,000 pesatas ($35,- 
000,000) upon appropriate guarantees. In 
return for this the notes of the bank 
were made legal tender, and limited to 
five times the capital; the capital was in- 
creased to 150,000,000 pesatas ($30,000,000), 


which extended the limit of circulation to 
750,000,000 pesatas ($150,000,000). 

On July 4 the Spanish legislators were 
again forced by financial distress to ex- 
tend the charter of the bank to Dec. 31, 
1891, and to authorize an issue of notes 
to the amount of 1,500,000,000 pesatas ($300,- 
000,000), against a cash reserve of one- 
third, at least half of which was required 
to be_kept In gold. As a payment for this 
privilege the Bank of Spain had to sur- 
render to the Treasury 60,000,000 pesatas an- 
nually for three years, without interest or 
right of reimbursement until the expira- 
tion of the charter. 

So the Government has continued to 
draw on the bank for funds whenever the 
finances of the country needed propping up, 
and several times during the war between 
the United States and Spain the gloomiest 
fears regarding the resources of the bank 
developed. The appeals of the Govern- 
ment caused the fate of the bank to be 
more and more bound up in that of the 
state, and many European (financiers 
breathed easier with the declaration of 
peace. 

SENT BY VICTORS. 
OT a few of the great commanders of 
N different countries have, when an- 
nouncing a victory, endeavored to 
improve on Cesar’s famous “Veni, vidi, 
vici;”’ but the present war has as yet pro- 
duced nothing striking of this sort. Some 
of the messages of the past are worth re- 
calling. John Sobieski, when sending the 
seeder standards captured before Vi- 
enna to the Pope, sent also this message: 
“I came, I saw, God conquered.” 

It is related of the Russian General, Su- 
warrow, when yet a Major in command of 
an outpost, that he desired to attack the 
enemy, but that this was forbidden under 
pain of death by the Commander-in-Chief. 
Judging that the attack should not be de- 
layed, Suwarrow dared to disobey orders, 
encountered the enemy, defeated them, and 
then sent this message to the Commander- 
in-Chief: 

“As a soldier, I deserve death fot dis- 
obeying my orders; as a Russian, I have 
done my duty; the enemy is no more.” 

This was forwarded by the Commander- 
in-Chief to the Empress, who in reply sent 
this dispatch to Suwarrow: 

“As a soldier, I leave you to the mercy 
of the Commander-in-Chief; as a Russian, 
I congratulate you as my Lieutenant-Col- 
onel.”’ 

Later on in his career, when he had cap- 
tured Prague, he wrote thus to the Em- 
press: 

“Hurrah! Prague! Suwarrow!”’ 

And Catherine, equally tersé, again pro- 
moted him thus: 

“Bravo! Field Marshal! Catherine!’

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THE MANGO HAS tt‘ 


OVERRUN CUBA. 


FPR the United States army reached 
Cuba a long list of suggestions was 
submitted to the commanding offi- 

cers by the medical department concern- 
ing the food of the soldiers, Among other 
things the ripe mango was recommended 
as an article of diet. 

But somebody at headquarters issued an 
edict against it. and the soldiers were called 
up by the company commanders and told 
that if they ate the fruit they would be 
punished. This is the way the company 
commanders addressed their men: 


“Now, I see that some of you have bern 
eating those mangoes in spite of our ad- 
vice to the contrary. Do you know what 
the Cubans call this fruit? They call it 
General Mango, because they say that the 
mango hag killed more Spanish soldiers 
than all their Generals put together, If 
you eat it General Mango will kill you just 
as it has killed the Spaniards. I am told 
on good authority that ff you cate mango 
every day and then get yellow fever you 
will ewell up frightfully and surely die. 
Now, I give you this positive order that 
not one of you shall eat any of this fruit, 
and I shall punish sever«ly any man that 
disobeys the order.” 


After such an order the obedient regulars 
generally let the mangoes alone, although 
they were abundant, tempting and deli- 
cious. The volunteers ate them more free- 
ly, without any bad results, so far as 
heard from. When the Cuban officera and 
aldes were asked their opinion as to the 
wholesomeness of the fruit they general'y 
said: “It is perfectly wholesome if eaten 
ripe; all these bad things apply to the un- 
ripe mango, which is sometimes eaten by 
the Spaniards.’”” Most of the army doctors 
seemed to think that the only Way to pre- 
vent the eating of the unripe mango waa 
to prohibit the fruit altogether. There 
were many cases in which even the most 
obedient regulars were impelled by thirst 
and by the hunger for a bit of fruit to 
disobey the order; and, as the clear yellow 
mango is always ripe, while the unripe 
fruit is green or greenish, it did not take 
a very high order of intelligence to discrime- 
inate between the fruit which was fit to 
eat and that which was unfit. 


It was certainly hard to believe any 
ill of a mango when one looks at ‘it. The 
tree itself is a most beautiful and attrac- 


tive thing. Imagine a tree as large as a 
big oak, covered with rich and glossy foll- 
age finer than that of the orange tree, and 
covered also with golden fruit nestling 
brilliantly among the green leaves. On 
such a tree there must often be a hundred 
barrels of mangoes, fully matured, every 
one of which is as large as a good-sized 
pear. In shape the mango ia not unlike 
a short and thick cucumbyr, and it has a 
thin, tough skin, which, when matured, re- 
veals a mass of the most delicious juicy 
pulp. The only trouble about eating the 
mango is. fhat one needs an ablution after- 
ward. Some say that the ideal way is to 
get into a bathtub, take the mango, eat it, 
and then go on with the bath. But one 
is perfectly willing to take the trotble to 
seek the ablution for the sake of the fruit 
And imagine the trees which bear tho 
fruit growing wild everywhere, and also 
6pringing up in every garden and doore 
yard; the largest and finest ones were away 
up on a wild mountain side, where appa- 
rently no one had ever gathered the 
abounding fruit. Nor are they a native 
fruit in Cuba; they have been introduced 
from India and simply gone wild in the 
rich soil of the Island. 
NEW-MADE. CIGARS 
BY THE MILLION. 
ITH the exception of the phenom- 
WV enal record-breaking fiscal ycar ef 
1892-3, the fiscal year of 1897-8, 
ended June 3, is the biggest on 
ord for the -cigar industry, says the 
Tobacco Journal. An increase at once of 
over half a billion, or, to be exact, $511,132,- 
730, in the cigar production, after five years 
of stagnation and actual retrogression, is 
an event to be marked. The total produc- 
tion of this fiscal year falis short only 
about 300,000,000 of the phenomenal total 
production of the fiscal year 1892-3, but this 
shortage will be mere than wiped out and 
the 6,000,000,000 figure reached If the present 
fiscal year keeps pace with the increases 
made in the last over the preceding. 

There wes but one month tn the entire 
fiscal year that shows a decreased out- 
put against the corresponding month of 
the preceding year, and that was July. Rut 
with August the increase commenced and 
Jumped right up 25,000,000. And it kept on 
jumping right along every month down to 
the very last, June last, when the increase 
amounted to 66,000,000, 

June's increase, big as it Sas, was not 
the record-breaker of the yéar. It was the 
month of April that broke the record with 
an increase of 29,000.00. Truly, April last 
was the banner month for the industry, the 
biggest single month on record: its unjper- 
alleled increase of 296,000.00 surpasses the 
entire increase of many a year before. The 
profits did not come solely from the Iin- 
creased busin«ss, although they must have 
been considerable from this source aioné, 
They came in a large, and probebly the 
largest part from a change in the material 
of cigars, which was forced on manufacte 
urers by the unhappy conditions which pre 
valled in Cube, and finally led to the war 
with Spain. But to Judge from the enage 
mously Increased 4onsufnption this change 
must have just suited the taste of the 
smokers. The fiseal year of I1&807-8 will, 
therefore, be long remembered as the gece 
ond biggest and one of the most profitable 
years in the history of the cigar industry.

Cyrano de Bergerac. 

ICHARD MANSFIELD has given his 
R initial performances of “Cyrano de 
Bergerac” at the Garden Theater in 
New York and the criticism that obtrudes 
itself most prominently fs that he has cop- 
ied Coquelin very successfully. This is 
rather severe on Mr. Mansftld who strivcs 
to be a character maker of such force and 
originality that he needs look to no one for 
a model. It Is all the more discouraging 
too. when it is added that Mansf?.ld’s con- 
ception does not show the heart and feeling 

that characterizes the great Frenchman. 
Mansfield has the names of 61 actors :n 
his cast and the rst of the play is on a 

scale in keeping. 

The play is the story of Cyrano de Ber-

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gerac, whose real history is so mixed up 
with the stories of it that it is hard to dis- 
tinguish which is reality and which is ro- 
mance. The undercurrent knowledge that 
Cyrano actually lived and that the charac- 
ter in the play is very much like him gives 
the whole thing an interest that it could 
not otherwise have. 

Cyrano de Bergerac was born about 1620 
in Perigord, France. He entered the army 
and became one of the best Known and 
fiercest duellists of that duelling age, and 
many of hs duels grew out of comments 
made on his disfiguring nose, a fact the 
playwright makes much of in that and 
other more important respects. This dis- 
figurement affected his career not only in 


affairs of arms and the heart, but indi- 
rectly affected his contemporary fame as 
a wit and poet. He was yet a young man 


—he lived less than # years—when he wrote | 


a comedy, “Le Pedant Joue’ (the Tricked 
Pedant), which had no great success, al- 
though it supplied Moliere with a line 
which made one of his comedies famous. 
One notable instance of his having elabor- 
ated an idea destined:to become part of a 
classic as anojher’s: De Bergerac wrote 
’'l,’Histoine Comique des Etats et Empires 
de la Lune.” As such it is not known te- 
day, but Swift took its central idea and 
wrote it into a world-famous book, ‘‘Gulll- 
ver’s Travels.”’ 

In the play as presented, with the lines 
in verse, Cyrano, with the nose, is a roy- 
sterer, poet, playwright and lover. He first 
appears ordering an actor away from a4 
play at the Hotel de Burgogne. After that 
the story is of his love for his cousin, Rox- 
ane. She loves young Christian de Neu- 
villete, and tells Cyrano of it, and he de- 
votes the rest of his life to making her 
happy by supporting the cause of young 
Christian. He writes his love letters and 
does a great part of his courting. Even af- 
ter Christian is dead Cyrano keeps the il- 
lusion alive until after 15 years of con- 
stant devotion Roxane discovers that it 
was Cyrano she loved all along, but Cy- 
rano ts dying then, and it is all to late. 
Some critics say that Mansfield is too cold 
for the part, and can never give it the 
human, sympathetic way that Coquelin 
it.

Ceremonies by Which Celestial Infants 
Are Guarded Against Evil Spirits. 
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ABNIES of the Celestial Kingdom are surrounded 
with a host of queer superstitions. The meth- 
ods of bringing up that are practised by the 
Chinese mothers would fil) an American woman with 
consternation. 

It is not considered lucky to bethe a new-born in- 
fant until it is three days old. The first bath is 
attended with many quaint ceremonies in order to 
keep off the evil spirits. After the first ablutions 
are performed a red cord to which are fastened many 
charms is attached to the child’s wrist. These 
charms consist of the smallest silver coin (lucky 


eash) and numerous tiny silver toys. 

Then the babe is arrayed in its first garments. 
These consist of a little coat and trousers, with a 
tiny cap for head-covering and funny little shoes. 
The child is then an exact counterpart of its par- 
ents in miniature and a most comical sight to behold. 
. The door to the nursery is labelled with innumer- 
‘able strips of red paper thickly traced with hiero- 
glyphics. This insures the room from the intrusion 
of evil influences. The strips are kept up for eleven 


days, and no stranger is allowed to enter the portals 
during that time.

He invests in a 
sword made of silver coin, tied together with red 
cord. This is hung above the infant's bed, and is con- 
sidered most effective in exorcising the Byvil One. 

Custom prescribes that the child mest mot leave the 
room until the end of the month. The head is then 
shaved for the first time. 

There seem to be no decided rules about naming 
the baby save that if devolves upon the grand- 
parents on the paternal! side to make the choice. 

The first great celebration occurs when the baby is 
four months old. A feast is given and many gifts are 
sent. These are governed by certain rules. For in- 
stance, the maternal grandmother elways presents a 
table, with an elaborate chair. 

The second feast occurs when the ehild is one year 
old. This event is an occasion of much rejoicing and 
is attended with great ceremony. 


The baby is fitted out in new garments of crimson, 
with a crimson cord braided into ite hair. A large 
sieve is placed upon the table, with various articles 
placed upon —books, writing implements, cold, sil- 
ver, fruit, &c. The baby is then placed on the sieve, 
and whatever article he selmes frst is taken as an 
omen of his fortune. If he takes up the book. he wil! 
be learned and adopt UterAture as a profession. If 
he grasps the money, ft is significant that fate de- 
crees him to be a merchant. 

On the child's birthdays many offerings are made to 
the goddess of children, an image of which is in 
every household. The goddess is supposed to have 
the care of all children and has to be propitiated with 
gifts. 

At sixteen years a Chinese child “leaves childhood 
behind.”" He is supposed to leave the eare of the god- 
dess, and an elaborate leave-taking ceremony is gone 
through with. 

Babies of both sexes are dressed alike, but the hair 
is arranged differently. A little girl's head is often 
not shaved, the hair being confined im two plaits 
above the ears. The boys have the shaven head and 
regulation queue.
